Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  I  have  once  more  to 
congratulate  you  upon  the  continued  high  state  of  the  health 
conditions  of  Leamington. 

1905,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  has  been  the  most 
satisfactory  year  since  I  became  your  Health  Officer  ;  and  I  hope 
that  the  facts  and  figures  brought  to  your  notice  will  serve  to 
show  what  means  have  been  adopted  by  the  Health  Department  to 
improve  the  sanitation  of  the  Borough,  and  preserve  the  well-being 
of  the  inhabitants. 


Vital  Statistics. 

As  in  former  years  I  find  that  the  addition  of  about  half  the 
natural  increase  will  give  us  a  fairly  approximate  estimated  population 
for  the  year,  viz.  :  27,100.  Multiplying  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  by  4  5  produces  almost  the  same  figures. 
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Births. 

526  Births  (261  males,  265  females)  were  registered,  yielding  a 
birth-rate  of  19*4,  somewhat  above  the  average  for  last  ten  years.

The  above  figures  include  all  deaths  of  “  residents  ”  and  non¬ 
residents  ”  Our  custom  is  to  send  information  of  the  deaths  of  non¬ 
residents  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  their  respective  towns. 
In  the  same  way  similar  information  is  furnished  to  our  Department. 

Mortality  under  5  years  shows  a  marked  increase  on  previous 
year,  owing  to  the  ravages  of  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  especially 
during  the  first  and  last  quarters,  when  the  conditions  were  those  of 
extreme  cold  and  damp. 

The  mortality  in  the  aged  was  also  very  high  for  the  same 
reasons. 

Deaths  under  one  year  show  a  proportionate  infantile  death-rate 
of  102-6,  a  marked  lowering  of  the  figures  of  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  Registrar  reports  that  36  children  who  died  under  5  years 
were  insured. 

The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0-88. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  double  last  year’s  figures,  viz.  :  0*36, 
owing  to  the  mortality  from  whooping  cough.  This  is  a  high  death-rate 
for  Leamington,  but  as  compared  with  the  rest  of  England  is  low.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Chicken-Pox. 

This  disease,  which  was  made  notifiable  in  1901,  was  not  so 
continued  in  1905,  as  small-pox,  so  very  similar  in  appearance  in 
many  instances,  did  not  threaten  us  from  any  outlying  or  local 
district.  Chicken-pox  was  slightly  prevalent  in  the  second  quarter, 
in  conjunction  with  measles  and  whooping  cough. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

22  cases  came  to  my  notice ;  less  than  one-third  of  the  numbers 
for  previous  year  ;  and  confined  principally  to  the  South-East  Ward. 
21  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital,  and  no  death  took  place. 
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Measles. 

Was  prevalent  in  January,  when  St.  Luke’s  Infant  School  was 
closed  for  three  weeks.  And  again  in  May  Leicester  Street  Infant 
School  and  St.  Peter’s  Schools  were  closed  for  three  weeks  ,  and  in 
June  St.  Paul’s  Infant  School  was  closed  for  three  weeks.  The 
disease  was  of  a  severe  character,  and  caused  3  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  was  of  a  severe  type  during  the  first  and  second 
quarters,  and  caused  five  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

11  cases  were  reported,  of  which  3  were  imported  from  other 
towns.  No  case  was  reported  from  the  North-East  Ward.  6  cases 
were  treated  in  Hospital,  and  one  death  occurred.  Sanitary  defects 
were  found  on  premises  in  three  cases. 

Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever. 

6  cases  came  to  my  notice.  Of  these  3  were  imported  from 
other  places.  All  were  treated  at  home,  and  no  death  was  reported. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Only  one  case  was  voluntarily  reported  to  me.  It  seems  that 
individuals  have  a  great  objection  to  have  the  fact  notified  that 
Tuberculosis  exists  in  the  family.  Hence  it  is  that  so  few  cases  are 
reported  to  me,  although  every  care  is  taken  in  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  to  keep  secret  such  information.  In  several  instances,  when 
application  was  made  by  your  Inspector  to  carry  out  disinfection 
after  death,  permission  to  enter  the  premises  was  refused. 

24  died  of  this  disease,  including  those  in  Warwick  Union  and 
Hatton  Asylum.  Premises  were  disinfected  in  four  cases  after  death. 

I  propose  to  again  send  out  circulars  to  my  medical  brethren 
drawing  attention  to  our  regulations  as  to  voluntary  notification, 
bacteriological  examination  of  sputa,  and  disinfection,  under  this 
heading. 

The  circulars  with  regard  to  spitting  in  public  places  continue  to 
be  sent  out  as  occasion  requires. 
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General  Remarks  and  Suggestions. 

The  Report  shows  how  free  from  Scarlet  Fever  the  Borough 
remained  during  the  year  ;  the  numbers  are  the  lowest  since  1880, 
excepting  the  years  1884  and  1891,  when  the  figures  were  respectively 
14  and  17  cases. 

What  may  be  termed  “  epidemics  ”  overtook  us  in  January  and 
again  in  May,  when  measles,  accompanied  in  the  second  quarter  by 
chicken-pox  and  whooping  cough,  appeared.  And  although  the  type 
of  disease  was  rather  severe  in  all  three  complaints,  the  mortality 
was  fortunately  small. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Department  has  shown  itself  equal  to 
any  emergency,  and  every  outbreak  has  yielded  to  the  measures 
adopted  to  curtail  such. 

The  zealous  and  efficient  manner  in  which  your  inspectors  have 
carried  out  their  arduous  duties  again  won  my  admiration  ;  for, 
indeed,  the  various  new  “  Acts  ”  have  of  late  years  largely  increased 
the  labors  and  responsibility  of  all  Health  Officials. 

Mr.  Harman,  your  second  Inspector,  obtained  a  new  appoint¬ 
ment  elsewhere  in  October,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Harrison, 
who  is  now  in  charge  of  No.  2  District  and  the  canal  boats. 

The  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department  informs  me  that  the 
“  Destructor  ”  consumed  9,843  tons  of  refuse  in  the  year. 

Sewer-flushing  was  industriously  carried  out,  and  about 
9,700,000  tons  of  river  water  were  used. 

Quarterly  analyses  of  the  Borough  water  supply  showed  that 
normal  purity  was  maintained.  The  average  consumption  per  head 
daily  was  24T  gallons. 

Fourteen  new  ventilating  shafts  were  erected  at  points  where 
smells  had  arisen  in  flat  situations. 

Forty-nine  new  houses  were  built. 

The  urinal  at  Milverton  Station  was  rebuilt,  and  proper  sanitary 
fittings  were  put  in  place. 

Several  times  I  have  pointed  out  that  the  want  of  a  urinal  at 
the  Great  Western  Railway  Cab  Stand  constitutes  a  nuisance.  I 
hope  this  matter  will  shortly  receive  attention. 
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The  slaughter  houses  were  kept  in  as  good  sanitary  condition 
as  is  possible  in  the  circumstances,  and  no  complaints  have  reached 
us  ;  but  I  must  repeat,  as  I  have  done  for  years,  I  shall  not  be 
satisfied  until  a  proper  abattoir  has  been  established  in  the  Borough, 
as  at  present  we  are  very  unprotected  from  the  sale  of  unsound 
meat. 

In  September,  Miss  Fox,  a  Lady  Health  Visitor  sent  us  by  the 
County  Council,  worked  most  zealously  in  the  poorer  portions  of 
the  Borough,  instructing  mothers  as  to  cleansing  of  houses,  feeding 
and  clothing  of  children,  the  ventilation  of  rooms,  and  domestic 
cleanliness.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  such  visits  will 
bear  rich  fruit,  and  I  hope  we  may  look  for  a  return  of  them  at 
intervals  every  year. 

Miss  Fox  reported  to  me  most  favourably  of  the  condition  of 
the  back  streets  and  other  places  not  open  to  the  public  gaze. 

The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Rooms  and  Bathing  Establisnment 
reports  solid  progress  in  that  institution  during  the  year.  Many 
specialists  sent  patients  to  the  Spa  with  gratifying  results,  and  have 
expressed  themselves  keenly  appreciative  of  the  satisfactory  manner 
in  which  their  instructions  were  carried  out. 

A  new  ‘‘Solarium  ”  or  sun-bath  is  about  to  be  added  to  the 
establishment,  which  will  render  its  equipment  quite  up-to-date. 

In  the  meteorological  table  (VI.)  I  have  been  unable  to  furnish 
the  relative  humidity  figures,  as  no  such  observations  were  taken 
in  the  Borough. 

The  barometric  observations  were  taken  at  the  Town  Hall  by 
Mr.  Shepherd,  and  Mr.  Berridge  of  the  Gasworks  most  kindly 
furnished  me  with  the  remaining  observations. 

I  have  to  thank  your  Chairman  and  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  courteous  help  in  my  work  ;  and  to  Dr.  Rice  I  am  again  much 
indebted  for  acting  for  me  during  any  temporary  absence  from  duty.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OE  THE 

HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  done  in  No.  1  Sanitary  District,  comprising  that 
portion  of  the  Borough  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Learn,  and, 
in  addition,  also  the  work  connected  with  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and 
Milkshops,  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

Complaints. 

161  complaints  were  received  and  attended  to.  Many  of  these 
related  to  street  gullies  and  sewer  ventilators,  and  were  transferred 
to  the  Surveyor’s  Department ;  others  were  about  matters  which 
could  not  be  officially  dealt  with,  and  a  few  vyere  found  upon 
investigation  to  be  groundless.  Where  necessary,  steps  were  taken 
to  abate  all  nuisances  complained  of. 

General  Work. 

229  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  17  left 
over  from  1904,  making  a  total  of  246.  Of  these  226  had  been 
complied  with  up  to  December  31st.  A  perusal  of  the  summary  of 
work  executed  in  No.  1  District  will  show  the  main  features  of  the 
work  carried  out. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  I  investigated  complaints  received 
from  residents  in  Charlotte  Street,  and  found  that,  in  addition  to 
other  causes  of  complaint,  an  old  sewer  taking  the  drainage  of  a 
number  of  houses  in  Charlotte  and  Brunswick  Streets  was  in  a 
defective  condition  and  otherwise  objectionable,  and  on  the  matter 
being  reported  to  the  Water  and  Sewage  Committee,  it  was  ultimately 
decided  to  take  out  the  defective  one,  and  provide  instead  a  glazed 
pipe  sewer  in  a  different  direction.  The  owners  of  the  properties 
affected  also  decided  to  alter  their  drains  to  connect  with  the  new 
sewer.  This  has  now  been  done,  and  the  drainage  of  a  large  block 
of  property  which  has  been  a  source  of  trouble  for  some  time  past, 
has  now  been,  1  trust,  permanently  and  effectually  dealt  with. 

House-to-House  Inspection. 

This  has  been  carried  out  as  time  allowed,  and  any  nuisances 
or  sanitary  defects  found  remedied  as  far  as  possible.  In  five 
instances  overcrowding  was  found,  and  orders  made  for  its  abate¬ 
ment  and  carried  out. 

I  have  been  greatly  assisted  in  house-to-house  inspection  by 
the  work  of  the  Lady  Health  Visitor  appointed  to  this  district  of 
Warwickshire  by  the  County  Council,  more  especially  in  the 
detection  of  overcrowding  and  filthy  bedding,  as  well  as  minor 
nuisances  that  are  usually  concealed  from  a  male  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Her  work  among  the  poorer  classes  has,  I  believe,  been 
of  great  and,  I  trust,  lasting  benefit  to  them,  and  wherever  she  has 
been  I  notice  a  distinct  improvement. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  five  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough,  all  situated  in  Satchwell  Street,  and  now  under  the 
management  of  one  person.  Three  are  registered  for  married 
couples,  one  for  single  males,  and  one  for  single  females  ;  and  I  find 
this  arrangement  acts  very  well.  181  visits  (including  night  visits) 
were  paid  to  them  during  the  year,  but  no  infringements  of  the 
bye-laws  or  Public  Health  Acts  were  found,  and  they  are  kept  in  a 
very  creditable  manner. 

The  fact  of  their  being  registered  annually  (under  the 
Leamington  Corporation  Act,  1902)  no  doubt  tends  in  a  great 
measure  to  induce  the  registered  keeper  to  do  all  he  can  to  keep 
them  clean  and  orderly  at  all  times. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  76  persons,  and  only  one  case 
of  infectious  disease — that  of  Erysipelas — has  been  notified  from 
them. 
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Slaughterhouses  and  Offensive  Trades. 

Seventeen  Slaughterhouses  (15  registered  and  2  licensed)  are  in 
No.  1  District,  and  these  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  offal, 
blood,  and  garbage  removed  regularly,  and  lime  washing  carried  out 
in  excess  of  what  the  bye-laws  require. 

Six  places  are  licensed  for  tripe  boiling  and  the  preparation  of 
sausage  skins,  and  these  are  also  couducted  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  there  being  only  one  instance  in  which  I  have  found  it 
necessary  to  caution  the  occupier  as  to  the  way  in  which  he  was 
conducting  his  business. 


Unsound  Food. 

During  the  year  a  quantity  of  beef,  mutton,  pork,  sausages, 
bacon,  rabbits,  fish  and  fruit  was  destroyed  voluntarily,  and  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  obtain  a  justice’s  order  for  destruction  under 
Sec.  117,  P.H.  Act,  1875. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. 

© 

Fifty-five  visits  were  paid  to  “  infected  ”  premises  in  No.  1 
District  for  the  purposes  of  investigation  and  disinfection. 

Two  schools  and  93  rooms  were  disinfected,  including  rooms  in 
which  Phthisis,  Cancer,  and  Measles  occurred,  or  in  other  cases  of 
sickness  where  the  medical  attendant  or  occupier  wished  disinfec¬ 
tion  carried  out,  and  also  in  4  cases  of  “  verminous  ”  premises. 

37  sets  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  disinfected  by  steam,  and 
a  large  quantity  of  bedding  was  also  destroyed  as  filthy  and  unfit  for 
further  use. 

All  books  belonging  to  the  Municipal  Free  Library  found  on 
“  infected  ”  premises  are  taken  in  charge  by  your  Inspectors,  and  at 
their  discretion  are  either  destroyed  or  returned  to  the  Librarian 
after  disinfection  by  means  of  sulphur  and  hot  air. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  are  also  reported  to  the 
Librarian,  so  that  he  may  discontinue  the  issuing  of  books  to  the 
premises  where  it  occurs  until  a  period  of  at  least  16  days  elapses 
after  notification. 

The  Steam  disinfector  has  also  been  used  83  times  for 
“purifying  ”  purposes  for  bedding  manufacturers  and  others. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  15  Cowsheds  within  the  Borough,  with  accom¬ 
modation  for  148  cows,  but  the  sheds  are  not  used  to  the 
full  extent.  Except  during  inclement  weather  the  milch 
cattle  are  turned  out  daily  throughout  the  year,  and  your 
Veterinary  Surgeon  reports  them  as  having  been  in  good 
health  and  free  from  disease.  In  only  one  instance  has  it 
been  necessary  to  caution  a  cow-keeper  to  keep  his  premises 
in  a  more  cleanly  condition. 

There  are  114  Dairies  and  Milkshops  registered  (an 
addition  of  5  during  the  year)  and  these  have  always  been 
found  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

A  large  quantity  of  the  milk  used  in  Leamington  comes 
from  sources  outside  the  Borough,  and  over  these  we  have  of 
course  no  direct  supervision,  but  there  has  been  no  reason  to 
believe  that  any  infectious  disease  notified  has  had  its  origin 
in  the  milk  supply. 


• 
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Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

For  the  purposes  of  analysis,  81  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year.  These  consisted  of  Milk,  Butter,  Coffee,  Cane  Sugar,  Lard, 
Cheese,  Sweet  Nitre,  Olive  Oil,  Vinegar,  and  Spirits.  13  of  these 
were  “  informal  samples.” 

As  a  result  of  the  Analyses,  4  prosecutions  for  adulterated  and 
impoverished  milk  took  place ;  3  convictions  were  obtained  and  one 
case  was  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs,  and  two  milksellers  were 
also  cautioned  as  to  the  quality  of  milk  supplied. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  Act  necessitates  a  large  expenditure  of 
work  and  time  on  the  part  of  your  Inspectors. 

There  are  31  premises  which  come  under  the  designation  of 
Factories. 

There  are  also  137  Workshops  and  Laundries  of  various  classes, 
and  39  Home-workers  ”  premises.  They  are  all  regularly  inspected 
to  ensure  the  provision  of  suitable  Sanitary  Conveniences  for  both 
Sexes,  cleanliness,  and  adequate  ventilation. 

There  are  also  52  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  of  which  5  are 
“  Underground.” 

Limewashing  and  Cleansing  are  very  well  carried  out,  and  any 
suggestions  made  by  your  Sanitary  Staff  have  always  been 
attended  to. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Town 
Clerk  and  other  Officials  of  the  Borough,  for  their  courtesy  and 
ready  assistance  given  to  me  at  all  times  in  carrying  out  my  duties.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  a 
report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  me  in  No.  2  District  (that  portion 
of  the  Borough  lying  south  of  the  River  Leam)  since  I  succeeded 
Mr.  A.  Harman  (late  Inspector  of  Nuisances),  commencing  my 
duties  on  November  13th,  1905,  to  the  end  of  the  year  1905,  covering 
a  period  of  seven  weeks. 

I  have  attended  to  the  few  complaints  received,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Acts  I  have  searched  the  district 
for  nuisances. 

I  have  inspected  91  houses,  and  29  of  these  were  found  to  be 
insanitary  through  various  defects  and  absence  of  sanitary 
appliances. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  to  serve  36  notices,  which  have  taken 
the  form  of  a  letter  calling  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  26  have  already  been  carried  out,  leaving  10 
outstanding ;  8  of  these  are  now  in  hand,  and  the  remaining  2  are 
left  over  temporarily  by  arrangement.  I  may  state  the  owners 
contemplate  carrying  out  more  improvements  than  I  can  lawfully 
require  them  to  do.
